DISCOVERIES O EGYPT. 


A correspondent of the Academy, 


writing at Luzor on Feb. 2, anjs : 
<A 


remarkable diioeferj Was made a few 
days gtnee at a Spot to the north of the 
obelisk, in the great temple of Karnae. 
"Some Arabs digging among the ruins 
for the dust,with Which at this season 
of the year they'manure their land 
came upon a kind of cist, made of sand- 
stone, wtioh they unfortunately broke. 
Inside tHis cist wad found a superb fig- 
ure of a female hippopotamus, carved 
in green basalt, standing upright in the 
usual conventional manner, and carry- 
ing on either side an emblem or sym- 
bol. The finders concealed tbe treas- 
ure, and having removed it to the house 
of one of their number, covered it with 
straw of dhourra corn. The affair, 
however, through jealousy, was soon 
revealed to the authorities, and the 
Governor of Luxor went by night with 
soldiers to the house where the treasure 
was concealed. The unhappy owner 
denied all knowledge of the affair, but 
having received, more Turoo, fifty 
strokes with the bastinado, he confessed 
that 'a friend' had hidden it, and at 
length pointed out its J hiding-place 
The figure was then removed, placed in 
the British Consulate, and next morn- 
ing handed over to the Mariette Bey, 
who chanced to be at Luiior in his 
steamer. The monument, 
including 


the slab on which it stands, i»'about 
three feet high, and is carved with admi- 
rable precision, and 
highly polished 


throughout. A long inscription in hi- 
eroglyphics runs down tho back, and 
another is inscribed at tho base in frbat 
of the figure. The hindormost iuscrip 
tion is the begt executed, but both are 
far inferior in execution when com- 
pared with tho statue itself, which is 
in tho finest stylo of art, and oven su- 
perior to the celebrated preen basalt 
cow of the same epoch in the Museum 
of Bouluk. Tbe inscriptions contain 
the names of Poenpiotiohus I and hia 
Queen and daughter, and on the ovals 
on the sandstone cist already mentioned 
there IB in addition the name of a King 
hitherto unknown."

I hope therefore, Messrs 


Editors, you will allow me space to 
correct a few of the further careless 
statements of Mr. W which I do in 
the cause of truth and not for the pur 
pose of eliciting discussion or placing 


r.jW. in an unfavorable light, for, 1 


dare say, ho would not assume to in 
struct the public through the press 
and intentionally mislead. ; 


The object of Mr. Williamson's for- 


mer article was to prove "why the la- 
boring classes are poor." Tho whole 
scope and tenor of his argument wa 
confined to "fr'-mers" as constituting 
that class. lie used laboring class anc 
fuming class es synonomous tonns, ai 
many other modern psucdo politica 
doctrinaires do, which led me to dispute 
his proposition, because the farming 
elm es such in this country flood pre 
eminently above the sfae class in ani 
other nation on tho globe. 
Ho now 


disclaims the idea of ^limiting his prop- 
osition to the farmers, its such, buf 
gays he meant tho laboring classes gen 
erally. Th;s general proposition is 
likewise untrue, because if he means 
anything ho means to convey tho idea 
that they aro oppressed as compare! 
with similar classes elsewhere. 
How 


ever, the general idea of Mr. William 
son seems to be that the laboring el.".: 
of the country are oppressed, done 
trodden and financially bankmpt, and 
he seeks to show them the cau <es, "tha 
greatest" of which he says is mijits 
I jiglation, in order, we presume, tha 
they nay rise up in their might am 
crush oat this source of their oxtremi 
ty. In Mr. W's former r 'tide, he as- 
serted that railroad legislation was one 
of the act'i of "unjust legislation" to 
which was attributable tho- "non-pros 
pority of the farmer," and made tho 
bold and stale proposiUon that "rail 
road corporations c"o dest active to tho 
interests of tho farmer." 
From this 


proposition ha climbs down in his lr • 
article and says, "It is under tho pres 
ent injustice of uilpoad mansgcuion 
by chargmg exorbitant priori for trans 
portatiou that they (ra'lroad corpora 
tions) arc en injury to the farmer, ane 
now admits that if railroads were prop 
erly managed [and would charge "lib 
eral" (meaning no doubt re: sonablc 
compensation, they would bo bcnefioia 
to the interests of tho farmer. Bu 
Mr. W's logic is still wonderfully mix 
ed and unintelligible. It will be born 
in mind that unjust legislation upon th 
subject of railroads was ono of th 
fruitful causes of the "non-prosperity o; 
tho farmers ' which Mr. W. started ou 
to provo, and his lost article seeks tc 
"substantiate," and in doing so, to use 
his own language, ho adduces the fol 
lowing facts: 


"How olten is it that tlic constiuction 


of railroads is taken by irresponsiuli 
men without capital, who obtain a char 
toi to built) a read that perhaps is no 
needed. They obtain all the local sub 
scription possible and then Issue con 
situation bonds, secured by mortgage 
upon tho road. They then let out tho 
contract for building tho road to thorn 
selves, at a price that will admit of a 
sub-lotting to bona-fide contractors at 
large profit. The bonds aro sold at 
sacrifice, and tho cost of the road is tliu 
greatly increased. 
After completion 


tho stock 
is 
divided 
among th 


projectors, without 
equivalent, am 


rate for transportation fixed by them 
selves, and at a high enough figure tc 
pay interest on bonds and dividends on 
stock. If projectors can dispose of a 
large proportion ol their stock they do 
so, bul generally manage to .retain 
enough so aft to allow them control o 
the road. Thoy vote themselves larg( 
salaries, and-finally manage to Imnkrup 
the toad, and when it is gold they are 
able to buy it in at a low price, issui 
new stock, and repeat their financial ca- 
reer pver again."

Mr. W. now levels his battery at thi 


management of the roads instead of thi 
roads themselves, but still insist* tha 
the "bad management is the result o 
bad legislation1. Admitting that al 
pur railroad corporations are managec 
in the "crooked" way indicated in the 
abore,quotation,,does Mr. W. assert 
thit this crookedness remit* from bat 
legislation? If so, will he point out 
the legislature and act authorizing it ? 
Adulterers and thieves got into our 
churches ' sometimes and "manage' 
them ; Will he, therefore, condemn' the 
act of Christ in their establishment ? 


No, Mr. Williamson, this everlasting 


whine about unjust legislation, and the 
mad dog cry of capital vs. labor and 
seeking to make the world believe we 
are tho most down-trodden class of poo- 
pie on tho,earth, have done more to 
weaken us in eradicating tho evils that 
really So afflict us than anything else.

grin, f'.iat nil of his chickens were miss- 
ing but five. 
This wr! a little more 


than he could stand, and he detcrmiiu J 
to hunt the purloiners of his birds. 


Quite early Monday morning Clark's 


boy and a colored man working for 
Clark were doing chores about tlie 
yard, when they noticed Wi'-Ham Carrier 
passing the houce with a sack swung 
over his shoulder, coining !:i t'.io direc- 
tion of town. The colored man being 
acquainted with Currier, jirst for sport, 
started and ran after li'ii, when, to his 
astor!°hment nnd that of Clark's boy, 
lie seemed to be frightened, imd put 
himself to h'", best speed to keep out of 
the colored man's way, who soon stopped 
and returned to his work. The fact of 
Carrier's laaning, excited the suspicion 
of Clark's boy, nnd he told »'ic fellow 
who was w 'il'i him tliat he believed that 
their chickens were iri-ilicsack which 
Carrier had ion his shon'der, nnd pro- 
posed tbat they pursue him. No sooner 
said thp-i done, nnd the two started in 
pursuit, end were soon joined by Cli'"k 
himself. 


Upon discovering that he wn pursued, 


Carrier dropped his sack and ran for 
dear life. The sack wn soon In the 
hands of his pursuers, which, upon 
being untied, disgorged nearly a dozen 
nice fat chickerq, which; upon being 
turned loose, lost no time in getting- 
back to their old qua'tore in Click's 
yard, while their owuer ru?hc>l on iii.or 
the thief. The race wi 3 a close one, 
until they got well into town, when at 
the crossing of North Main and William 
streets the 
Uueiug 
fugitive dodged 


around among the buildings r.nd made 
his way to tho Methodist church, where 
he slid through an open window into fie 
cellar and hid among the wood. Just as 
he slipped into the ccllnr he was noticed 
by Mr. Tuit, who happened to bo pass- 
ing, and seeing that he wcs noticed, he 
besought Mr. 'fait not to tell any one 
where he was. While the latter stood 
wondering what the strange actions of 
the fellow meant, Mr. Clark came along 
ill great Unite, and suspecting that ho 
was looking for tho chap who had slip-;
